Nevski Memorial 



The Alexander Nevski Memorial Church 
was built between 1 904 and 1912, and domi- 
nates in the centre of Sofia, with its impres- 
sive structure (height 53 m; 700 sq. m gold- 
plated cubes, 12 bells which have the com- 
bined weight of 30 tons). 

The design w r as created by the Russian 
ar-chitect A.H.Pomerancev. This concept is 
close to the late Byzantine type of dome 
churches, but has some influence by the 
specific Russian-church architecture. Dis- 
tinguished Bulgarian and Russian artists 
created the beautiful frescoes and icons. 
Among them were: LMrkvichka, A.Mitov, 
T.Todorov, S.Ivanov, N.A.Bruny, V.Savin- 
sky, D.Kiplik, A.Korin and others. 

The interior decoration includes high 
quality coloured marble, Brazilian onyx and 
alabaster, with their smooth surface, or deco- 
rated with embossed ornaments and pat- 
terns. The monumental impact of the exte- 
rior and the interior makes this memorial 
church a remarkable creation of the 20 th cen- 
tury art. 

Underneath the temple there is a crypt, 
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which was originally built as a tomb for the 
remains of notable clergymen. Since 1965 
the crypt is a museum of Bulgarian icons. 
The exposition includes the most repre- 
sentative icons created in our lands for thou- 
sands of years - from the 9 th century to the 
1 9 th century. 

Among the most famous exhibits are: 
the icon of St.Nicholas of Nessebar from the 
end of the 12 th century and the beginning of 
the 1 3 th century; the mosaic icon of The Vir- 
gin Othigitria from the end of the 13 th cen- 
tury; the Synaxis of the Archangels Michael 
and Gabriel from the Bachkovo Monastery, 
14 th century and many other. 

The crypt is open every day, except Tues- 
day, from 10,30am to 6,30pm. Free admis- 
sion: Sunday. D

Getting Around 

Sofia is a relatively big city, but most of its 
points of interest, hotels and services are 
located in its central area. It is not very easy 
to get around the city, so earring a map is a 
good idea. In the city center walking is 
recomended, because traffic is heavy and 
parking is scarce. 

Buses 

Buses are the most popular public transpor- 
tation in Sofia. The bus fare is 1 .50 Iv. You 
need to buy a ticket prior to taking the bus 
and perforate it when you get on. Bus route' s 
are posted at most bus stations. 

Tramway and Trolley-bus 

When using the tramway and trolley-bus, 
you need the same ticket as for the bus. It's 




usually much faster and more pleasant to 
travel by tramway. There is no subway in 
operation at this time. The Sofia Subway is 
still in construction. 

Taxis 

There are quite a lot of different types of 
taxis driving around Sofia. Although the 
type of taxi-cars range from Mercedes to 
Trabant, the fare is the same, about 3 Iv. per 
kilometer. There is a 10 percent increase 
after 10 P.M. 

You can call a cab by phone. The number is 
142. They usually come in 10-15 minutes. 




City Sights 



Churches 

Alexander Nevski Memorial Church 

The Alexander Nevski Memorial Church is 
a unique piece of architecture, one of the 
finest on the Balkans. It was built between 
1904 and 1912 on drafts by Russian archi- 
tect Prof.A.N.Pomerantzev in a neo-Byzan- 
tine style. Craftsmen and artists from six 
countries worked on the five-aisle church 
and created real masterpieces of icons, fres- 
coes, murals and huge chandeliers. The ca- 
thedral stands at 25 m high, occupying 3 1 70 
sq.m facade of white stone and strikes with 
its monumental graduation of arches, semi- 
domes and domes. Some are copperleaf 
plated, others are gold-plated. 
The interior design, made of Italian marble, 
Egyptian alabaster, Brasilian onyx, gold, 
mosaics embodies the spirit of the finest 
Eastern Orthodox traditions. 
One of the richest collections of icons in 
Bulgaria can be seen in the Crypt, located in 
the Memorial Church. 

St Sofia Church 

The St. Sofia Church was built in the sixth 
century, during the reign of Justinian. It is a 
triple-nave cross basilica with a dome. All 
of its mosaic details have survived intact 
trough the years, hi the 14th century this 
unique building gave the city its name. 

St. George Rotonda and ruins 

This notable brick building was compleated 
in the late forth century. Its beautiful fres- 
coes and original paintings have been finely 
preserved. 
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St. Petka Samardjiiska 

The St.Petka Church is one of the few 
Medieval churches preserved in the city. It 
was build in the late forteenth century and 
features original murals and icons, hi order 
not to irritate the Ottoman conquerors it was 
de-Iiberately made barely recognisable as a 
church. The building is small, located in the 
city-center underpass, rising above the street 
level. 

The Church of St Nedelya 

Built in medieval times and known as the 
Church of the Blessed Sveti Krai. The cur- 
rent building was reconstructed after 1925 
when it was almost completely destroyed by 
a bomb explosion. 

The main Synagogue 

Built between 1905 and 1909 in a Moorish 
style. The interior walls are covered with 
decorative paintings of tl oral and geometri- 
cal patterns. 

The St. Nicholas Russian Church 

It was built in 1 9 1 3 at the behest of a Russian 
tsarist diplomat, in the tradition of the deco- 
rative Moscow architectural style with five 
gold-plated domes. The church was design- 
ed by the Russian architect Preobrazhensky 
and was dedicated to St.Nicholas the Bles- 
sed. The interior features large wall paint- 
ings.

Significant Historical and 
Cultural Buildings 

National Assembly 

The Bulgarian Parliament building was built 
in 1884 and designed by Vienna architect 
Konstantin Ivanovich in a Renaissance style. 

The St. Kliment Ohridski Sofia Uni- 
versity 

The funds to build the University were do- 
nated by the brothers Evlogi and Hristo 
Georgiev. Their sculptures stand at the main 
entrance. This beautiful building was comp- 
leated in 1931 and currently represents the 
largest center for higher education in Bul- 
garia. 

St. Cyril and St. Methodius National 
Library 

This large building with stylish facade was 
corn-pleated in 1953. It is the biggest book 
depository in the country. 



The library was named after the creators of 
the Bulgarian alphabet. 

The Court House 

Built in 1 940 in the classical style, the Court 
House is one of the most impressive build- 
ings in Sofia. Currently some of the exhibits 
of the National History Museum are on 
display in part of the building. 

The Ivan Vazov National Theatre 

Built in the neoclassical style it is a complex 
architectural compound. Named after the 
patriarch of Bulgarian literature, the poet 
Ivan Vazov (1850-1921). 

The National Palace of Culture 

Opened in 1 981 it is the new symbol of So- 
fia, This cultural center is the largest multi- 
purpose complex in Sonth-Eastem Europe. 
It reflect the lively intellectual life in Bul- 
garia and represents a meeting place of 
international significance.

The Ethnography Museum was founded 80 
years ago. Its valuable collection reflects the 
culture, art, tradition and customs of the 
people in these lands.
